The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  is  49,750  an  increase  of  880  since  mid-year 
1965. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  a decline  from 
previous  years  to  a new  low  level  of  13.88  live  births 
per  1,000  papulation  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  has 
increased  to  11-42  per  1,000, 

The  increase  in  the  death  rate  is  due  mainly  to  the 
rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease. 
The  cancer  death  rate  has  risen  further  to  2 35  per 
1,000  population. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  in  the  district 
during  1966  and  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number 
of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  continues  to  decline,

WATER  SUPPLY 


Hi  ere  are  24  properties  only  in  the  area  which  use 
their  own  bore  and  wells  for  supplying  their  drinking 
water  and  between  50  and  100  houses  which  have  mains 
water  from  shared  or  individual  stand  pipes. 

Hie  mains  supply  for  the  area  provided  by  the  Hull 
Corporation  was  adequate  and  wholesome. 


Hie  private  supplies  are  sampled  regularly  and  the 
occupiers  are  kept  fully  aware  of  the  state  of  their 
particular  drinking  water. 


Forty -two  water  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Forty  of  these  were  from  private  supplies  and  of  this 
number  1.2  results  proved  unsatisfactory.  Ten  of  these 
bad  samples  came  from  one  source  and  were  obtained  during 
an  investigation  into  the  source  of  the  pollution. Hie 
contamination  was  thought  to  be  entering  the  supply  via 
the  storage  tank  in  the  roof  space  of  an  outbuilding  and 
the  owner  made  arrangements  to  have  the  tank  more 
adequately  protected.  The  other  two  supplies  which  proved 
unsatisfactory  were  found  to  be  quite  wholesome  on 
follow  up  sampling

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SECTION  F - FOOD 


(a)  PREMISES. 

249  premises  in  this  district  either  manufacture,  sell 
or  store  some  form  of  food  or  drink.  This  total  is 
divided  into  the  groups  shown  in  the  following  table. 
The  table  also  shows  at  which  of  these  premises  it  was 
necessary  to  provide  hand  (Section  16)  and  equipment 
washing  (Section  19 facilities  and  indicates  the  number 
of  these  facilities  available. 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 


The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  & Delivery 
Vehicles )Regul at ions  1966  was  published  during  the  year 
and  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  January  1967.  These 
regulations  will  extend  to  stalls  and  fcod  carrying 
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vehicles,  particularly  those  carrying  “open”  foods, 
similar  requirements  for  the  provision  of  hand  washing 
facilities,  equipment  washing  and  other  measures  to 
procure  the  hygi  enic  handling  of  food,  which  now  apply  to 
the  more  permanent  premises. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  formal  action 
to  deal  with  premises  which  did  not  comply  with  the 
regulations. 

(b)  INSPECTION. 

As  a food  and  drugs  authority  154  samples  of 
foodstuffs  were  submitted  informally  to  the  Public 
Analyst.  One  formal  sample  was  taken.  Two  specimens 
we  re  also  sent  in  for  a second  opinion.  Out  of  the  154 
specimens  submitted  nine  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory , 
giving  a rate  of  5.8%  of  unsatisfactory  samples  out  of 
the  total  submitted.

9.  Crazy  Pops  Sweets  - Contained  a blue  colouring 
Matter  which  is  not  on  the  list  of  permitted 
colours  given  in  the  Colouring  Matter  in  Food 
Regulations,  1957. 

Warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  manufacturers 
in  each  case. 

No.  1 The  lemon  juice  was  being  sold  in  small  quantities 

and  would  be  used  more  as  a flavouring  and 
consequently  the  public  were  not  being  materially 
prejudiced.  It  was  decided  to  take  samples  of 
similar  products  over  a period. 

No.  3 Formal  samples  were  obtained  but  these  proved 
satisfactory. 
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No.  4 A request  was  made  to  a neighbouring  food  and 
drugs  authority  which  resulted,  ultimately,  in  a 
prosecution. 

Nos.  5,  6 & 7. 

The  names  of  these  products  were  changed  so  that 
an  offence  was  no  longer  committed. 


Nos.  8 & 9. 

The  particular  sweets  were  discontinued  as  a 
result  of  our  warning. 

Ihe  Council  approved  a Heal  th  Committee  r ec onsrend at i on 
that  the  authority  should  take  part  in  a national 
investigation  to  be  made  into  the  possibility  of  residues 
of  toxic  chamicals  being  found  in  various  foodstuffs. 
The  investigation  is  to  be  done  on  an  area  basis  and 
we  shall  be  asked  t c take  two  special  samples  each  year. 

In  addition  to  the  food  and  drug  sampling  other 
samples  of  foodstuffs  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
results  of  these  samples  provide  a useful  aid  in  the 
hygienic  control  of  food  preparation  and  retail  premises.

found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  is  an  indication  and 
it  is  thought,  a justifiable  one,  that  the  public  are 
not  prepared  tc  accept  second  best. 


Of  the  seven  notifications  received  three  were 
considered  sufficiently  serious  to  submit  reports  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  possibi e legal  action  The  three 
cases  involved  were: - 


i.1)  Deposit  in  milk  bottle, 

(2)  Mouldy  loaf. 

(3)  Piece  of  glass  in  a bottle  of  beer. 


On  consideration  of  all  the  facts  prosecution  was 
decided  upon  in  the  case  of  the  deposit  in  the  milk 
bottle  and  the  mouldy  loaf.  The  prosecution  in  the  cose 
of  the  mouldy  loaf  was  successful  and  a fine  of  £5  was 
imposed.  In  the  instance  o f the  deposit  in  the  milk 
bottle  as  the  offence  was  committed  cur side  the  district 
the  papers  were  passed  on  tc  the  authority  concerned.  In 
the  third  case-  a warning  letter  was  sent. 


The  examination  of  unsatisfactory  canned  goods  at 
the  various  wholesalers  in  the  district  was  continued  as 
usual  either  at  routine  visi  Lj  tv  r by  special  request  of 
the  wholesalers,  A total  of  8 tons  19  owes  3 qrs  5 lbs 
of  unsound  tinned  goods  were  dealt  with  comprising 
approximately  14,500  tins.  Ir  addition  3%  tons  of  bacon 
ganmon  and  ham  were  condemned.

(c)  MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION, 

The  production  of  milk  at  the  dairy  farms,  is,  of 
course  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  As  a matter  of  interest  there  are  now 
only  19  dairy  farms  in  the  area  - a reduction  of  one  on 
last  year* s figure  Two  only  of  this  number  are  producer 
retailers. 

No  incidence  of  Brucella  Abortus  was  noted  during 
the  year. 

With  the  two  dairy  men  who  had  premises  in  the  area 
ceasing  to  operate  there  is  now  nobody  dealing  in  other 
than  bottled  or  cartoned  milk  , and  in  the  main  these  dairy 
men  supply  milk  from  one  of  the  three  major  companies 
who  operate  in  East  Yorkshire, 

(d)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 

The  four  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area 
continued  to  operate  during  the  year.  Ail  the  buildings 
comply  with  the  hygiene  and  cruelty  regulations  and 
operations  in  them  are  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 


100%  inspection  of  the  total  throughput  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  There  was  a further  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  animals  killed.,  over  the  figure  for 
1965.  This  increase  was  noted  in  the  total  numbers  of 
cattle,  sheep,  lambs  and  pigs  for  manufacturing  purpose. 
There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  pork  pigs  killed 

Although  it  became  possible  late  in  the  year  for 
authorities  to  limit  slaughtering  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  implement  this  power.  This  was  mainly  due 
to  the  co  -operation  of  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses 
and  their  readiness  to  have  carcases  available  for 
inspection  at  times  which  fitted  in  with  your  inspectors 
other  duties  and  also  to  the  willingness  of  the 
inspectors  to  carry  out  inspection  outside  normal  hours 
when  this  was  necessary.

(iv)  Offices,  Shops  and  Hailway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Although  35  more  premises  were  registered  under 
the  above  Act  it  is  thought  that  there  are  still  few 
offices  and  shops  in  the  area  which  should  come  under 
the  control  of  this  legislation. 

Additional  time  was  given  during  the  year  to 
inspection  work  called  for  by  this  Act  and  more  than 
twice  as  many  general  inspections  were  made  than  in 
1965.  The  posi  tion  at  the  end  of  1966  was  that  out  of  300 
registered  premises  at  the  year  end,  293  had  had  the  full 
and  detailed  examination  required. 

No  serious  contraventions  were  found  during  the 
year.  The  most  common  requirement  lacking  being  the 
provision  of  a thermometer,  inadequate  lighting  in 
the  sanitary  accommodation  and  a lack  of  proper  first 
aid  facilities.  The  foil  owing  table  sets  out  m more

The  annual  sewer  survey  revealed  no  serious 
infestation  A few  isolated  takes  were  recorded  in 
the  Hessle  area  and  poison  treatments  were  carried 
out  immediately  to  deal  with  these  few  rats. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures , our  operative, 
Mr.  Sleight  , had  a busy  year  and  he  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  h i s dx  1 1 gene  e . 

(vi)  PEST  CONTROL 

This  year  complaints  were  received  about  and 
help  sought  in  the  eradication  of  several  pests, 
including  ants,  woodworm,  flies,  silver  fish,  beetles, 
moles  and  rabbits.  As  usual  though,  the  most  common 
request  was  for  help. in  the  destruction  of  wasps 
nests  and  during  the  July  September  period  126  such 
calls  were  received  This  was  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  but  still  sufficient  to  take  up  a good  deal  of  time 
on  this  service  which  was  made  available  to  householders 
in  1951. 

(vii)  NOISE  CONTROL. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
complaints  received  about  alleged  noise  nuisances 
compared  with  1965,  Although  fortunately,  the  actual 
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numbers  are  still  small  - 15  this  year  instead  of  the  5 
in  the  previous  twelve  months. 

The  most  common  complaint  was  about  barking  dogs, 
in  addition  to  others  which  included  noise  from  private 
car  repairs,  the  running  of  motor  cycle  engines,  the 
noise  from  a commercial  refrigerator  plant  and  a beat 
group  rehearsing. 

This  type  of  complaint  takes  up  a good  deal  of  time 
often  necessitating  night-time  visits.  In  fact  the  15 
complaints  recorded  required  57  separate  visits. 

No  prosecutions  were  involved  although  3 of  the 
complaints  it  was  felt  did  disclose  circumstances  which 
could  be  classed  as  statutory  nuisances.  Two  of  these, 
related  to  the  noise  from  dog  kennels  and  the  third  to 
commercial  refrigerator  motors.  Eventually  both  kennels 
were  discontinued  and  the  motors,  were  more  adequately 
enclosed  thereby  removing  cause  for  further  complaint, 

(viii)  FACTORIES. 

Notification  was  received  from  the  Factory  Inspector 
that  6 factories  shoiid  be  deleted  from  the  register  and 
4 new  premises  added. 

Those  deleted  included  3 motor  vehicle  repair  shops, 
sawmiiling;  joinery  and  box  making  premises  and  potato 
crisp  manufacture.  Those  added  were  a car  break®?*  two 
motor  vehicle  repair  shops  and  a joinery  business.

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(lx)  SMOKE  CONTROL 


A survey  was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  and 
Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  outlined  the 
work  which  would  be  required  and  the  cost  which  might 
be  involved  in  achieving  smoke  free  atmosphere  in  this 
district  in  a period  of  approximately  10  years.  The 
Council  decided  that  they  were  unable  to  proceed  with 
such  a scheme  at  that  time. 

Although  the.  problem  in  this  area  is  one  of 
domestic  smoke  only,  it  is  thought  that  control  measures 
must  eventually  be  adopted  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
authority  will  be  able  to  reverse  their  decision  .when  next 
considered.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Die  Engineer  who  is  responsible  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  reports  as  follows: 

8 The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is 
maintained.  Better  and  larger  collection  vehicles  now  in 
use  have  enabled  a more  rigid  rota  of  collection  and  the 
householder  can  reasonably  expect  the  dustbin  to  be 
collected  at  the  same  time  each  week. 

'The  valley  in  Tranby  Lane,  which  is  the  only  refuse 
tip  in  use,  is  being  filled  according  to  plan  and 
arrangements  are  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


1966  will  be  noted  for  its  excessive  rainfall  with 
resultant  flooding.  In  this  area  31.45  inches  of  rain 
was  recorded  compared  with  a general  average  of  22  inches. 


Prolonged  flooding  occurred  m Dimsweli  where  the 
sewage  pumping  stations  were  put  out  of  action  on  several 
occasions  The  water  table  in  the  northern  parts  of 
Cottingham  rose  to  an  exceptionally  high  level  causing 
springs  to  .run  over  long  periods.  Rapid  melting  of  snow 


in  the  earlier  part  o 
Valley  Drive,  but  it 


f the  year  again  caused  flooding  in 
is  hoped  that  action  taken  in  this 


area  will  reduce  any  further  incidents. 


The  relief  drainage  scheme  for  Hallgate  and  areas 
to  the  north  is  now  completed  at  a cost  of  £50.000,  Hie 
open  ditches  along  Beck  Bank  and  Snuff  Mill  Lane,  the 
flow  from  which  has  been  diverted  into  the  sewer , have 
been  filled  in. 


Private  residential  development  is  again  increasing 
in  concentrated  areas,  particularly  to  the  north  of  Well 
Lane,  Wxilerbv  and  to  the  south  west  of  Cottingham. 
Prov  isions  have  already  been  made  in  the  Cottingham 
Drainage  system  for  the  increase  in  Cottingham  and  a 
scheme  for  enlarging  the  existing  drainage  in  Well  Lane 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £40,000  has  been  prepared  and 
the  works  are  programmed  to  be  carried  out  this  year.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948, 

During  the  year  a number  of  aged  persons  living 
alone  and  in  unsatisfactory  circumstances,  were  again 
referred  to  the  department  for  assistance. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  seek  the  compulsory 
removal  of  any  aged  person,  and  it  was  always  possible 
with  the  CO- operation  of  the  various  statutory  and 
voluntary  services, to  make  some  satisfactory  arrangements 
for  domiciliary  care. 
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
